During the first two years of the war the numbers of civilians occupied 

as employers and workers on their own account (i.e. self-employers) decreased 
rapidly due to large numbers transferring to wage and salary earning jobs and to 
enlistments. Absorption of unemployed, together with transfers from employer, etc. 
to wage-earner status and the entry into paid employment of males not normally 
offering for work, resulted in an increase in the numbers of civilian wage and salary 
earners in work despite some 300,000 enlistments. However, when Japan entered the 


war in December, 1941, large-scale compulsory cell-up of men for full-time service 
reduced the numbers of male civilian wage and salary earners. 


The peak of enlistments was reached in the letter half of 1943 when limits 


were placed on the allotment of men to the services and a considerable number of men 
were restored to industry of high priority. The Civilian Kegistration of June 1943 


showed that 1,806,100 civilian males were in work in all industries including rural. 


Preliminary figures from the Occupation Survey of ist June 1945 indicate a total of 
1,899,000 male civilians in work. The increase of 92,900 between these dates 
comprised 67,900 m:le employers and self-employers (relatives of farmers not working 
for wages being included in this cutegory) and 25,000 male wage and salary earners. 
Net enlistments decreased by 81,500 (excess of deaths and discharges over new enlist- 


ments) during the period, and the net increase in total males occupied (in civil 
work and the Services) was 11,400.. |

The total number of wage and salary earners in civil employment, Government 
€ | and females in private domestic service) reached 
a peak in November 1941 (1,952,300) following which there was a heavy decline due to 
the compulsory call-up of men for the Armed Forces. 














Male non-rureal employment reached its lowest level in the second half of 
1943 and then remained fairly steady until the beginning of 1945, when a slow 
expansion began. The increased rate of discharges from the Forces as from August, 
1945 may be expected to raise the number of male wage and salary earners in employment 
but the anticipated increase had not appeared in the figures by December 1945 for the 
following reasons:-~ 


14. Munitions and war supplies industries were tapered off rapidly (illustrated 
in part by Table 4). 


Ze Many ex-servicemen took long leave before returning to civil employment. 


3. <&t September 30th, October 31st and November 30th, some thousands of persons 
were idle in New South Wales as a result of industrial disputes. During December 
there occurred an extension of the dispute in the steel industry. When coal 
mines in New South Wales became idle in the first half of December, gas and electric 
power and coal rationing was applied in a number of States, thus causing many firms 
to cease or curtail operations. (Coal mines resumed work in mid-December but 
power and coal rationing continued.) 


4. The Table on page 1 of this Bulletin shows that between June 1943 
(Civilian Registration) and June 1945 (Occupation Survey), there was an increase 
of 92,900 males in civil occupations comprising 67,900 increase in number of 
employers and men working on their own account and 25,000 increase in number of 
wage and salary earners. It is evident that large numbers of employers and self- 
employers who had temporarily worked 2s wage or salary earners during the war have 
been returning to their own businesses. 







During the war, the total numbers of female wage and salary earners (exclud- 
rural industry 2nd private domestic service) expanded quickly until mid-1943 end 
thereafter at a slower rate until March, 1945. From the latter month to October, 
1945, their number decreased by 22,500. There was a slight increase in November 
but power rationing resulted in a net decrease of 7,300 in December, although some 
industries showed seasonal expansion. 





The extent of unemployment resulting mainly from rationing of coal, gas 
and electric power during December is shown by registrations for unemployment benefit. 
Approximately 33,000 persons were in receipt of unemployment bonefit in respect of 
unemployment at the end of December, 1945, compared with about 1,300 in November. 
Participants in strikes are not eligible for unemployment benefit. 


The downward trend in governmental munitions, aircraft and shipbuilding 
establishments (see definition note (a), Table 5) is shown ‘below:-

| REHABILITATION STATISTICS (DISCHARGES FROM THE FORCES). 


The following statistics have been derived from tabulations of Demobilisation 
Form i(a) made et the request of the Director-General of Manpower. The forms show 
personal particulars of men and women discharged from the Forces into civil life. The 
month of discharge, for the purpose of these tabulations, is the month during which 
the discharged person was able to resume civil life, irrespective of the fact that he 
or she may still be on service pay for a period of accrued leave.

The first table shows that in 4ugust, i945, there was a sharp rise in the 
number of men discharged due to the operation of the long service and other special 
discharges programme. Nearly twice as many as in 4ugust were discharged in September. 
General demobilisation commenced on ist October and 41,231 men and 2,961 women were 
discharged during that month. The numbers increased to 66,076 men and 3,942 women for 
the month of November and to 54,360 men and 3,377 women during December, 1945.

At December 31st, 1945, there were in the Australian Forces approximately

PART V. 


PAY-ROLL TAX RETURNS 





A summary statement of employment recorded on Pay-Roll Tax returns for 
Australia is given without any adjustment in the next table. 


The returns do not cover employees of the Commonwealth Government; 
employers who pay not more than £20 per week in wages do not make returns and 
religious and public benevolent institutions and hospitals are also exempt. The 
proportion of all employees who are included varies from State to State, but for 
Australia as a whole, the proportion of employees (other than those of the Common- 
wealth, those engaged in rural industries and female domestics in private households) 
in the Pay-Roll Tax returns is 90 per cent. of the estimated total of males in 
employment and about 75 per cent. of the females. 


Employers' Pay-Roll Tax returns were classified for "industry" according 
to the industries in which the firms were predominantly engaged. 


The table may be taken as indicating trends from month to month, but not 
as a guide to the absolute numbers employed in the respective industries.
